Butter a bak- 
inK dish :iiid put a layer of the cooked 
celery, then a layer of white sauce, 
then a sprinkling of cheese, alternat- 
ing vntU all the celery is nsed. Cover 
the top with buttered crumbs and bake 
25 nrinvtea in a moderate oven. 

Chopped Ham and Corn PatUes. 

Take half a cupful of com, three 
cupfuls of chopped ham, one well beat- 
en eETir. a d:'.sh of jx-pper and salt if 
needed.

A spoonful or two of chopped ham 
added to a white saace to nae with 
ve?et;iM>'s makes a more appetldng 
dish than does the plain white sauce.

milk, a half teaspoonful of soda, and 
two talilr-spoonfuls of drippings. If 
a little hot cream is used less milk 
nod no fat need be added. Mix 
lightly, roll out. cut In diamond shapes, 
hnisli with a little of the o^k left In 
the liiiwi, sprinkle with sutrar. and we 
have barley scones. Bake in mutlin 
pans without the egg on top and they 
are muffins. 

Barley Bread. 
Take four cupfuls of whole wheat 
flour, two capfnls of barley, one cup- 
ful of wiiter. and one of milk, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls 
of molasses, and half a caiic of yeast. 
Prq;iare and knead as for whole wheat 
bread. 

Nuts as Meat Substitutes. 
Nuts provide a most satisfying sub- 
stitute for meat, as they contain both 
fat, protein and appetizing flavor. 

Rolled Oats Bread. 
Take one cupful of boilin;^ water, 
poured over a cupful of rolled oats, let 
stand well covered for an hoar, tben 
add a teaspoonful of salt, two table- 
spoonfuls of molasses, two tablespoon- 
fuls of fat, and three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of flour. Mix and luiead, adding 
more flour; let rise and prqpze as 
any othor bread. 

Latest Coffee Boiler. 
A gas stove which arises at dawn, 
boils the coffee and wakes you up 
when it is ready has been invented by 
Oemaro Rosa of fttMridyn, N. T. The 
gas burner has a pilot lig^ to wliich 
is attached a clock mechanism. A 
dial over the clockworks serves to tell 
the time. A smaller dial is used to 
set tbe alarm, igniting and exttngalsh- 
Ing devices. When set the burner un- 
der the coffee pot will automatically 
ignite at a predetermined hour and boll 
the coffee for four or five minutes. The 
flame wm tiien lower ct Its own ac- 
cord to slow boiling for another five 
minutes, after which it will shut It- 
self off entirely. The coffee is now 
teadjr tor 70a and an alarm la sounded.

At That Time It Was Condemned by 
fto Civilized World, but the Om^ 
■lan Military Leaders Htm 
Never Abandoned It. 

Ample proof fhat the march of ihe 
Oerman armies through Belgium 
mm mmHced by maiwigrw mmi erv- 
tUiet alt/tost beyond heUff is given 
in a document* made public by the 
committee on public information, 
ftmm vJUdb the fMowmg u itHem: 

Tho Tii:is<!irres in Belgium and 
northern JYance were a part of the 
German system of frightfulness. An- 
•Cher f eatnre of this system was the 
vie of cAvfltaiis as hostages ubA fbr 
screens. 

In discussing the use of hostages the 
Oerman War Book (KrtdlfenMk fm 
Indkriege) says: 

1^ fcos Ug e s are vnderstood those 

pnMBS who. as security or ball for 
the fulfillment of tn-aties, promises, or 
other claims, are talcen or detaine<l by 
the ofiposUic state or its simy. Their 
HVS'vfsloo has hecB less vsval fn re* 
cent wars, as a re.sult of which some 
professors of the law of nations hiivo 
wrongly decide<l that the taking of 
hostages has disappeared from the 
pvMtlce of cf vflised Bstioiw. ... 

"A new application of 'hasfage right* 
was practiced h.v the German stjifT in 
the war of 1870, when it comiM'llod 
Issdlng dtlzeos from French towns 
■Bd vfltaffcs to aeeoHpny trsias and 
locomotives In orier to p wtoc t tte 
railway commnnlcatloQS which were 
threatened liy the people. 8nee the 
Itves of peaceable inhabitsBts were, 
■HhiMl mar tnlt on their put; 
hy exposed to grave dancer, 
writer outside Germany has stfpna- 
ttsed this measure as contrary to the 
law of nations and as unjustified to- 
wsrds the tariuMtants of the coontry." 
Chmg to Frightfulness. 

AKhoQgh their deeds In the Franco- 
Prussian war hml lK>en universally 
condemned, as they themselves admit- 
tod, tho leaders did not taitend to 
abandon such a useful measure of 
frightfulness. In L'Interprete Mflf- 
talre the forms were provided for such 
acts In the next war. Both In Belgium 
•■d in France the GcnaaBa have oon* 
•lantly used hostages. The evld«ice 
Is contained In the proclamations of 
the governing r^iithcritles and also In 
the diaries of the German soldiers. A 
few exa mp l es from these will Illus- 
ttate the systeai wUch ^vas ejnployed. 

A specimen of the arbitrariness and 
cruelty is furnished by the proclama- 
tion of Major Dieckmann, frocn vhicb 
the foUowiaii aeeCidos life pwwen ted: 

"After 9 a. m. on the 7th 8epten> 
ber, 1 will permit the houses in Beyne- 
Heusay. Orivegnee, and Bols-de-Breux 
to t>e inhabited by the persons who 
M ead In then fonneriy, as Iobk as 
these peeaoDS ai« not forbidden to fre- 
fpent the!M* localities by official pro- 
hibition. 

^ Prominent People Hostages. 
*1a order to be sore that the atwve- 

mentioned permit will not be abused, 
the burgomasters of Beyne-Heusay and 
of Ori vi'L'iic" must immediately pre- 
pare lists of prominent persons who 
wOl be held as hostages for 24 hoors 
aMh at Fort Fleron. September 6, 
m4, for the first time (the period of 
detention ^h:.ll bo) from 6 p. HrtU 
S^tember 7 at midday. 

*Vhe Hfe of ttese liostages depends 
«■ the population of the above-men- 
ttoned communes remaining quiet un- 
der all <'irct!:ii«fancrs. 

"During the night it is severely for- 
bidden to show any luminous signals. 
JBIcycles are permitted only between 7 
«. m. and 5 p. m. (German time). 

"From the list which is submitted to 
Bie I shall designate prominent per-

jaC one day ontil the foUowinc midday. 
yt the snbstltnte Is not there in due 
time, the host.nre must remain anoth- 
er 24 hours at the fort.

Beneath tliis proclamation there 
were posted the names of 81 liostages 
and a statement that others had also 
l>fH»n seized !ss iKx-^tage-s. The lives of 
all these men depended in reality 
u;kki the interpretatlao which the Ger- 
man military antiioritlea ml^t give to 
the elastic phrase, "the least dtsm dw ," 
in th«' prrx-lamation. 

riugh Cibs.in. in a Journal from our 
Ix'gation in Belgium, page 184, explains 
what was Ukely to happen : 

"Another Olng is. that on entering 
a town, they hold the burgoraa.^ter. the 
prm'ureur du rol. and other authorities 
as hostages to insure good t>eluiTior by 
the popnlatlon. Of coarse, the hood- 
lum class would like nothing better 
than to see their natural enemies, the 
defenders of law and order, ignomini- 
ously shot and they do not restrain 
themsdves a bit on aceoont of the 
hostages." 

Diary of Bombardier Wetzel. 
"Aug. 8th. First fight and set fire 

to several villages. 

"Aug. 9th. Returned to old quar- 
ters : there we searched all the houi^es 
and shot the mayor and shot one man 
down from the chimney pot, and then 
«ve again set fire to the village. 

"On the 18th Augtist Letalle (?) cap- 
tured 10 men with thre«> prlet^ts 1m>- 
cause they have shot down from the 
church tower. They were brooght Into 
the village of Ste. Marie. 

"Oct 5th. We were in quarters In 
the evening at Wlllekamm. Lloutt nant 
Radfels was quartered in the ma.vor's 
house and there had two prisoners 
(tied togefher) on a short whip, and in 
case anything happened they were to 
be killed. 

"Oct 11th. We had no fight, but we 
caught about 20 men and shot them. 
(FYom the dairy of Bomhardior Wetzel. 
.Second Moonted Battery, First Knr- 
lu sslan FMd Artillery, Beghaent No. 
11.)" 

The Germans also found it con- 
venient on many occasions to secure 
dvlWans, both men and women, who 

could be forced to march or st.'ind in 
front of the troops, so that the countrj- 
raon of the civilians would be com- 
pelled first to kill their own people if 
they resisted the Germans. This 
u.s.nge i<: illustrated in tho following: 

Letter of Lieutenant Elxrlein. 

"October 7. 1OT4. 

"But we arrested three other civil- 
ians, and then I had a brilliant idea. 
We gave them chairs, and we then or- 
dered them to go and sit out in the 
middle of the street. On their part 
pitiful entreaties ; on ours, a few blows 
from the butt end of the rifle. Little 
by little one becomes terribly callous 
at this business. At last they were 
an seated ootside In the street. I do 
not know what ansnilshed prayers they 
may have said but I noticed that their 
hands were convulsivel.v clasped the 
whole time. I pitied these fellows, but 
tile method was Immediately eflfectlve. 

"The flank fltoe firom the houses 
quickly diminished, so that we were 
able to occupy the opposite house and 
thus to dominate the principal street. 
Every living being who elbowed himself 
in the street was shot. The artillery 
on Its .side had done good work all this 
time, and when, toward seven oV li c': 
in the evening, the brigade advanced 
to the assanlt to relieve ns I was fn 
a position to report that Saint Di 
had been cleared of the enem.v. 

"Later on I learned that the regi- 
ment of reserve a4iich entered Saint 
Die fOrtiier to the nortii had tried the 
same experiment. The four dvOlans 
whom they had compelled in the same 
way to sit out In the street were 
Icilled by French bullets. I myadf saw 
thcBi lylBC hi tha middle of the street 
near dfee hoa^tal.

Very many German soldiers who 
have hem taken prisoner had kept 

diaries, and these have been confis- 
cated bjf the captors. Many have 
been published, frequently with fac- 
simile reproduetioHt to guamiUee 
their authenticity. The following 
extracts, with the testimony of 
Brand Whitlock, are made public ly 
the committee on pmblie information 
at Washington: 

"Aug. 23. . . . Our men came back 
and said that at the point where the 
valley Joined the Mouse we could, not 
get any further, as the villagers were 
shooting at us from every house. We 
shot the whole lot— IG of them. They 
were drawn up in three ranks; the 
same shot did for three at a time. 

. . . Tbe men had already idiown 
their brutal instincts; . . . 

"The sight of the bodies of all the 
inhabitants who had been shot was 
indescribable. Every house in the 
whole village was destroyed. We 
dragged the villagers one after an- 
other out of the most unlikely corners. 
The men w( r(> shot as well as the 
women and children who were in tbe 
convent, since shots had been fired 
from the convent windows; and we 
burnt it afterwards. 

"The inhabitants might have es- 
caped the penalty by lianding over the 
guilty and paying 15,000 francs. 

"The inhabitants fired on our men 
again. The division took drastic 
steps to slop this, the vill:^,L'es being 
burnt and tbe inhabitants being shot. 
The pretty little village of One 
d'Ossus, however, was apparently set 
on lire without cause. A cyclist fell 
off his niachine and his rifle went off. 
He immediately said he liad l>een shot 
at All the inhabitants were burnt 
in the houses. I hope thera will ha BO 
more such horrors. 

"Disgrace to Our Army." 

"At Leppe apparently 200 men were 
shot There must have been some in- 
nocent men among them. In 
we shall have to bold an inquiry 
to their gaUt Instead oC 
them. 

"In the evening we mardied to 

Maubert-Fontaine. ,Tust as we were 
having our meal the alarm was sound- 
ed — everyone is very jumpy. 

"September 3. isaii at Uethel. on 
guard over prisoners. . . . The houses 
are charming inside. The middle class 
in France has magnificent furniture. 
We found stylish jiieces everywhere 
and beautiful silk, hv* in what a state 
. . . Good Godt . . . Every bit of 
furniture broken, mirrors smashed. 
The Vandiils themselves could not 
have done more (laiiiage. This place 
is a disgrace to our army. The in- 
liabitants who fied could not have ex- 
l»ected, of course, that all their goods 
would have been left intact after so 
many troops had passed. 15ut the col- 
umn commanders are responsible for 
the greater part of the damage, as 
they could have prevented the looting 
and destruction. The damage amounts 
to million.s of n<,arks; evoi the safes 
have been attacked. 

"In a solicitor's house, in which, as 
luck would have it, all was in excel- 
lent taste, including a collection of 
old lace and Kasleru work> «>f art, 
everything was ewasbed to bits. 

"I could not resist taking a little 
memento myself here and there. . . . 
One house was particularly elegant, 
everything in the best taste. 'i'!ie hall 
was of light oak ; I found a splendid 
raincoat under the staircase and a 
camera for Felix." (From the diary 
of an officer in the One Ilundred 
Seventy-eighth regiment, Twdfth Sax- 
on corps.) 

But Ills liorrw apparently w-as not 
shared by the German commander in 
chief, as is evident from the fcdlow- 
ing: 

"Order. 

"To the People of Liege. 

"The population of Andenne, after 
making a display of peaceful inten- 
tions toward our troops, attacked them 
in the most treacherous manner. With 
my authorization, the general com- 
manding these troops has reduced the 
town to ashes and has had 110 persons 
shot. 

"I bring this fact to the knowledge 
of tha peopio of Liege in order that 
they may know what fate to expect 
should they adopt a similar attitude. 
"Liege, 22d August, 1914. 

"GENERAL VON BUELOW." 
Brand Whitiocic Writes of Massacres. 

In his report of September 12, 1917. 
to the secretary of state, Minister 
Whitlock has much to tell of the pol- 
icy of frightfulness. The following 
refer to the subject of mas- 



"Snmmary executions took place (at 
Dinant) without the least semblance 
of judgment The names and niunber 
of tbe victims ara not known, but they 
must ba MOMnai. I hava baen un- 
able to obtain precise deltfla In this 
respect and tbe number Ot persons 
1. who have fied is unknomu ABMOgtbe 



persons who were shot arc: Mr. De- 
foln, mayor of Dinant; Sassersth. 

first alderman; Nimmer. aged seven- 
ty: Consul for the Argentine llepubiic 
Victor Poncelet, w ho was executed in 
the iM«sence of liis wife and seven 
children; Waaseige and his two sons; 

Messrs. Gustave and Leon Nicaise, 
two very old men ; Jules Monin and 
Others all shot in the cellar of their 
brewery; Mr. Camille Pistte and son. 
aged seventeen; Fhllllppart Pledfort 
Ills wife and daughter; Miss Marsig- 
ny. During the t'xecution of about 
forty inhabitants of Dinant the Ger- 
mans placed before the condemned 
ttielr wives and children. It la thus 
that Madam Albin who had just given 
birth to a child, three days previously, 
was brought on a mattress by German 
soldiers to witness the execution of 
her hnriMnd; her cries and supplica- 
tions w-ere so pressing that har ha8> 
band's life was spared." 

"On the 2t^th of August German sol- 
diers entered various streets (of Lou- 
vain) .and ordered the Inhabitants of 
the houses to proceed to the Place de 
la Station, where tlie bodies of nearly 
a dozen assassin;;teil persi>ns wert- ly- 
ing. Women and cluidren were sepa- 
rated from the men and forced to re- 
main on the Place de la Station dur- 
ing the whole day. They had to wit- 
ness the executinn nf many <if tlnir 
fellow citizens, who were for the most 
part shot at the side of the stiuaie. 
near the house of Mr. Hemaide. The 
women and children, after having re- 
mained on the square for more than 
1") hours, were allowed to depart. The 
Gardes Civiqaes of Louvain were also 
taken prisoners and sent to Germany, 
to the camp of Monster, where they 
were held for several weeks. 

"On Thursday, .\ugust 27, order was 
given to the inhabitants to leave Lou- 
vain because the dty was to be bom- 
barded. Old men. women, children, 
the sick, priests, nuns, were driven on 
the roads like cattle. More than 10,- 
000 of the inhabitants were driven as 
far as Tirlemont, neariy 12 miiea from 
Louvain. 

Infants Shot in Mothers' Arms. 

"One of the most sorely tried com- 
munities was that of the little village 
of Taniines, down in what is known 
as the Borinage, the coal fields near 
Charlerol. Tamines is a mining vil- 
lage in the Samhre ; it is a collection 
of small cottages shelt«'rin.g about '■>,- 

000 inhabitants, mostly all poor lat>or- 
ers. 

"The little graveyanl in which the 
church stands 1 « ars its mute testi- 
mony to the horror of the event. There 
are hundreds of uew-umde graves, each 
w^ith its small wooden cross and Its 
bit of flowers ; the crosses are so close- 
ly huddled that there is scarcely room 
to walk between them. The crosses 
are alike and all bear the same dat^ 
the nister date of August 22, 1014.** 

"But whether their hands were cut 
off or not, whether they were impaled 
on bayonets or not, children were shot 
down, by military order, in cold blood. 
In tbe awful crime of tte Rock of Bay^ 
ard. there overlooking the Meuse be- 
low l»inanr, infants in their mothers' 
arms were shot down without mercy. 
The deed, nt;ver surpassed in cruelty 
by any band of savages, is described 
by the bishoii of Xamur himsi lf: 

" 'f >ne sci'iie surpa-^^^es in horrnr all 
otluTs ; it is the fusillade of the 
Itocher Buyard near Dinant. It ap- 
pears to have been ordered by Cokaid 
Meister. This fusillade made many 
victims among the nearby parishe.s, 
especially those of des Itivages and 
NelTe. It caused the death of nearly 
00 persons, without distinction of age 
or sex. Among the victims were ba- 
bies in arms, boys and girls, fathers 
and mothers of families, even old 
men. 

Dead Children in Pile of Bodies. 

"'It was there that 12 children under 
tho age of six perished from the fire 
of the t\, (Mitioners, six of them as 
they lay in their mothers* arms: 

" 'The child Fievet, three wedu old. 

"'Maurice Betems, eleven m<mths 
old. 

"'.\( l!y I'cllrt. eleven innnihs old. 
" 'Gilda Genon, eighteen months old. 
" *Gilda Marchot two years old. 
*"Clara Stmvay, two years and six 
months. 

"'Till' iiilf (if luMlies coiurirised also 
many rhlUlicn frum six to fourteen 
years, l^i.uiit iiir;,'e families have en- 
tirely disappeared. Four have but one 
survivor. Those men that escaped 
death — .and many of v.ln.iii were rid- 
dled with bullets — were obliged to 
bury in a summary and hasty fashion 
their fathers, piothers, brothers or sis- 
ters; then after having been relieved 
of their money and bring placed in 
chains they were sent to Cassel (Prus- 
sia).' " 

Mr. Hugh Gibson, the secretary of 
our legation in Belgium, visited Lou- 
vain during its systematic destructlmi 
by the Germans. In "A Journal From 
Our Legation in Belgium." New York. 
1917. pages 164-165, he rdatea what 
the Oerman officers told him: 

"It was a story of clearing out clvll> 
ians from n large part of the town, a 
• systematic routing out of men from 

1 cellars and garrets, wbtAesale shoot* 
'lags, the generous use of madiine 
iguns, and the free application of the 
•torch — the whole story enough to 

make one see red. And for our guid- 
ance it was impressed on vk that this 
would make people respect <3ermany 
and think twice about resisting her." 

German pastors and professors far 
from the excitement of the firing have

holes. like wild beasts." 

Even Soldiers Horrified. 

Some German soldier*, we are 
to see, showed their hoRnr at the foul 
deeds committed in Belgium. 

"The inhaliitants have fled in the vil- 
lage. It was horrible. There was clot- 
ted blood on all the beards, and what 
faces one saw, terrible to behold ! The 
dead, 60 in all, were at once bulled. 
Among them were many old women, 
some old men. and a half-delivered 
woinan, awful to see; three children 
had clasped each other, and died thus. 
The altar and the vaults of the church 
are shattered. They had a telt>phone 
ther«' to communicate with the enemy. 
This morning, September L'. all the sur- 
vivors were expelled, and I saw four 
little boys carrying a cradle, with a 
baby five or six months f>!d in it. on 
two sticks. All this was tcrrilde to 
see. Slioi :iflor shot I Tluuidertiolt 
after thunderbolt! Everything is given 
over to pillage; fowls and the rest all 
killed. I saw a mother, too, with her 
two children; one had a ^reat wounil 
on the Iioad and had lost an ey.'." 
(From the diary of Lance Corporal 
Pnnl Spielman of the Ersatz, first bri- 
gade of Infantry of the Guard.)

The three letters 
which follow, in translation, were re- 
ceived by the American ambassador 
from German soldiers. 

Here is flie protest of a German sol- 
dier, an eye-witness of the slaughter of 
Russian soldiers In the Uasmian lakes 
and swamps: 

"It was frightful, heart-rending, as i 
these jiiasses of li' ,in beinirs were i 
fliiven to destnictio . Above the ter- j 
r" 'b> thunder of thi annon could be 
heard the heart-ren .iug cries of the 
Russians : "O Prussians ! O Prussians !' 
— but ther(> was no mu rcy. Our eajitain 
had ordered: 'The whole lot must die; 
so rapid fire.' As I have heard, five 
men and one officer on our side went 
mad from these heart-rending cries. 
Rut mo.st of my comrades and tlir> ofti- 
eers joked as the unartned and helpless 
Russians shrieked for ni rey while 
they were being suffocated in the 
swamps and shot down. The order 
v.as: 'Close up and at it harder!' For 
days afterwards those heart-rending 
yells followed me and I dare not think 
of them or I shall go mad. There is no 
God, there Is no mondlty and no ethics 
any more. There are no human beings 
any more, but only beasts. Down with 
militarism.

Vorwaerts in Protest. 

Tlu-ee years later. August 2t^ 1917. 
the Vorwaerts quoted th(> following 
passage from the Deutsche Tageszei- 
tung: 

; "We have a n'ng of politicians who 
j hold that might makes right (Macht- 
! politlker), who despise the forces of 
the inner life and believe that they 
must eliminate all ethical points of 
view . . . from foreign and social 
j politics. For them, Germany of the 
] present and of the future is the coun- 
i try of the Kmpps and Borsigs, of the 
I Zeppelins and the U-boats. Any Idea 
j of a connection between politics and 
I morals is rejected and any reference 
j to the riuht of a mn:-al i:iethod of con- 
sideration is ridiculed as delusion and 
sentimentality." 

The Ct rMaP. ofluers were piovided 
with the furins to be used in terror- 
izing the conquered people.' The com- 
mon soldiers were provided with 
phrase books which would enable them 
to Impose their will upon t'le terrified 
people. Minister P>raii:l Whitlork in 
his report to the f ; te department on 
September 12, 1917. writes: 

"The German soldiers were provid- 
ed with y^hnise boo';.-. j:iv;;!,' alternate 
tran-l;; io.'i in •I-' ..■,;n atid I'rench of 
such sentence, tis :

Editor News: — 

Not since the days of Morgan 
and the glorious Spanish Main 
has the sea offered such a wealth 
of adventure for the red blooded 
youth as during ihf. present cam- 
pai^n being wa^fed by the Allies 
against the Hun-submarine. 

After three and one-half years 
service in the British transport 
service. George Bender, a Louis- 
ville man. whose parents live at 
2106 Payne street arrived home 
on a furlough .Wednesday 
L-t^arning that he would soon be 
called in the draft he enlisted in 
the United States Navy, 

Bender's story of his adven- 
tures since leaving Louisville in 
1014 vva.-" a continuous succes- 
sion of thrills. He has made 
hundreds of trips across the 
English channel carrying troops 
to France and engaged in 
soM^ of fights with German 
submarines'. 

Several times according to the 
younK seaman be saw passen- 
ger ships torpedoed near his own 
ship and was forced to witness 
•7.-omen and children jro down 
without aid becausf^ of the 
stringest Admiralty ordt-rs v\ hich 
prohibit any vessel except of the 
patrol force, assisting a sinking 
ship. When a ship is torpedoed 
he said that dl other merchant 
■hips in the viemity flee at full 
speed from the scene to take no 
chances on heing hit themsdves. 

Bender described the convey 
system in use by the British and 
reported it as being very success- 
ful. He said that merchant 
ships travel in fleets of thirty or 
more accompanied by about 
twenty-five torpedo boats. The 
convey travels at medium speed 
while the torpedo boats going at 
high speed make wide circles 
aroopp them in a eontiBaous 
proeoasioa. 

Bender related how his ship 
once narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion by a large German si^ af- 
ter a nmnuig fis^it laating two 

hours. The German sub was 
five miles away when the attack 
began, using her 4.7 guns sta- 
tioned before and after. Bender 
was at the wheel during the 
fight and was showered with 
splinters from numerous hits 
but escaped serious injury. A 
torpedo boat finally hove into 
sight and diove the sob off be- 
fore JilKseoald draw near enough 
to inl|iGt:aerioiiis daonfe.
